porting."

Resolved,  to  dismiss  the  article.  Result  of  vote :  Yes  135, 
No  3. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  elect  three 
citizens  for  a  term  of  one  year,  to  serve  without  pay,  and  to 
work  with  the  three  Selectmen,  to  be  known  as  "The  Board 
of  Police  Commissioners."  This  Board  to  have  full  jurisdic- 
tion in  enforcing  the  present  rules  and  regulations,  and  in 
making  any  new  rules  and  regulations  which  might  be 
deemed  advisable  concerning  the  Police  Department.  This 
Board  shall  also  have  authority  to  pass  judgement  upon 
any  complaints  which  mic^ht  be  received  in  connection  with 
the  Police  Department.  (By  request) 

Resolved,  to  dismiss  the  article. 

Art.  14.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  re- 
garding amended  Article  8  passed  at  Town  Meeting,  March

lectmen to  petition  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to 
require  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  to  remove  ob- 
structions from  the  right  of  way  at  the  Bowen  Mill 
Crossing  so  that  motorists  can  see  a  train  approaching 
at  a  safe  distance." 
Resolved,  to  dismiss  the  article. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  instruct  the  Select- 
men to  petition  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  close 
the  railroad  crossing  at  lower  Main  Street  leading  to  Lower 
Landing.  (By  request  of  Town  Development  Committee) 

Resolved,  to  adopt  the  following  amendment  in  place  of 
the  article:  "That  the  town  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  im- 
prove the  Lower  Landing  Road  by  raising  the  west  approach 
to  the  railroad  crossing  so  that  the  road  will  be  level  a  dis- 
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tance  of  thirty  feet  from  tracks  with  a  gradual  grade  to 
this  area.  The  necessary  funds  to  be  taken  from  the  Town 
Highway  Funds.  Not  to  exceed  $200.00 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  instruct  the  Selectmen 
to  remove  part  of  the  banks  on  the  east  side  of  the  Bowen 
Crossing  at  South  Charlestown,  and  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $200.00  for  this  project.  (By  request  of  Town 
Development  Committee) 

Resolved,  to  adopt  the  article  with  the  following  amend- 
ment: That  the  Selectmen  obtain  the  necessary  permission 
from  the  property  owners. 

Art.  17.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  to 
select  a  committee  to  raise  funds  to  assist  hospitals  in  the 
area. 

Resolved,  to  dismiss  the  article. 

Art.  18.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in 
regards  to  restraining  dogs  from  running  at  large  in  the 
Town. 

Resolved,  that  all  dogs  in  the  village  be  under  control 
at  all  times  the  year  around.  Vote :  Yes  73,  No  24. 

Art.  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  a  street 
light  on  Summer  Street  between  the  residences  of  Mrs.  Flor- 
ence Bingham  and  Lee  W.  Warren.  (By  request) 

Resolved,  to  adopt  the  article  unanimously. 

Art.  20.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may 
legally  come  before  said  meeting. 

Recommended  by  Mr.  Louis  Comstock  and  approved 
by  the  meeting  that  the  Water  Department  pay  Mr.  Blod- 
gett  $100.00  for  extra  services.

Committee  for  5  years.

FOREST  FIRE  REPORT 

The  following  information  is  taken  from  a  report  of 
District  Fire  Chief  Gerald  Gross. 

"Fifty-eight  percent  of  all  forest  fires  in  New  Hamp- 
shire are  caused  from  careless  debris  burning,  brush,  paper, 
leaves,  grass,  etc.,  and  careless  smokers.  Most  of  them  are 
started  without  the  required  permit  from  the  local  forest 
fire  warden.  The  cost  of  extinguishing  these  fires  annually 
runs  into  large  sums  of  money." 

According  to  law,  responsible  parties  must  pay  the  cost 
of  putting  them  out.  In  addition,  violators  may  be  subject 
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to  court  prosecution  with  fines  running  as  high  as  two  hun- 
dred ($200)  dollars. 

If  you  find  it  necessary  to  bum  on  your  own  premises, 

1.  Secure  a  permit  from  your  local  forest  fire  warden, 
the  law  requires  it. 

2.  Be  sure  to  properly  supervise  your  burning.  Don't 
leave  it. 

3.  Make  certain  your  fire  is  DEAD  OUT  before  leav- 
ing it.

Report  of  Superintendent,  Earl  Putnam 

The  sewer  system  was  cleaned  this  year,  so  have  had 
very  little  trouble. 

The  surface  water  trouble  around  the  High  School 
building  has,  we  believe,  been  taken  care  of  now.  We  in- 
stalled 75  ft.  of  6  inch  pipe,  750  ft.  of  8  inch  pi|pe,  700  ft.  of 
10  inch  pipe,  and  4  manholes.  This  was  done  with  the  money 
appropriated  at  the  last  Town  Meeting  for  this  project.

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WATER  DEPARTMENT 

Report  of  Superintendent,  Earl  Putnam 

The  Water  Department  had  the  upper  reservoir  dug 
out  this  past  year.  There  were  600  loads  of  muck  taken  out 
at  the  time.  It  increased  the  storage  about  1-3  more  than  we 
were  getting.  We  would  like  to  apologize  for  the  hardships 
we  caused  you  at  that  time. 

We  also  bought  a  piece  of  very  needed  equipment,  a 
backhoe  shovel.  This  shovel  saves  the  department  one  dollar 
per  foot  for  any  pipe  that  has  to  be  laid.  We  will  be  able  to 
replace  and  install  more  new  pipe  in  the  years  to  come,  from 
money  saved  by  this  machine. 

We  have  had  engineers  studying  our  water  supplies, 
and  have  some  ideas  of  what  should  be  done.  North  Charles- 
town  reservoir  is  in  very  bad  shape,  and  something  must  be 
done  soon. 

We  replaced  150  ft.  of  %  inch  galvanized  pipe  with  1 
inch  cement  lined  pie,  350  ft.  of  %  inch  galvanized  pipe 
with  2  inch  cement  lined  pipe.  Both  of  these  projects  were 
in  places  where  larger  pipe  was  not  necessary. 

The  department  replaced  4  old  services  and  installed  5 
new  ones.

CHARLESTOWN  VISITING  NURSE  ASSOCIATION 
Report  to  January  31, 1960 

The  Charlestown  Visiting  Nurse  Association  was  incor- 
porated as  a  non-profit  organization  on  April  21,  1959,  with 
a  board  of  directors  consisting  of  president,  vice-president, 
secretary,  treasurer,  one  representative  from  each  church 
and  one  from  the  board  of  selectmen.  A  membership  drive 
was  conducted,  the  $2.00  annual  memberhip  card  entitling 
the  holder  or  a  member  of  his  family  to  one  free  call  from 
the  nurse, 

Mrs.  Gordon  Carroll  of  Clarem.ont  was  engaged  as  the 
visiting  nurse  and  began  her  duties  July  1.  In  the  fall  Mrs. 
Carroll  was  granted  leave  of  absence,  her  duties  being  taken 
over  by  the  substitute  nurse,  Mrs.  Nathaniel  Sanderson. 
Mrs.  Carroll  has  since  resigned,  and  Mrs.  Sanderson  is  re- 
placing her  as  visiting  nurse.  Present  visiting  nurse  office 
is  the  Selectmen's  Office  in  the  Town  Hall,  her  hours  being 
from  8:00  a.  m.  to  12  noon,  Monday  through  Friday. 

In  the  seven  months  that  the  nurse  has  been  on  part- 
time  duty  she  has  made  171  paid  calls,  five  of  these  calls 
being  paid  with  membership  cards.  Nineteen  patients  re- 
ceived this  nursing  service.  She  also  made  a  number  of  calls 
to  check  on  the  condition  of  patients,  to  determine  if  treat- 
ment was  needed.  The  visiting  nurse  assisted  at  the  Blood- 
mobile  blood  drawing  and  at  the  polio  clinic. 

In  the  short  time  that  the  Visiting  Nurse  service  has 
been  in  operation,  it  has  been  shown  that  it  is  filling  a  need 
which  could  not,  in  some  cases,  be  met  in  any  other  way. 

Greatly  appreciated  is  the  help  that  has  come  from 
many  persons,  in  the  form  of  professional  cooperation,  legal 
advice,  nurse's  headquarters,  telephone  answering  service, 
gifts,  and  in  other  ways.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Charlestown,  I 
herewith  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  Superintenaent 
of  Schools. 

Teaching  Staff 

We  wish  to  report  the  changes  in  the  teaching  staff  this 
year.  The  following  instructors  were  hired  to  begin  service 
in  the  schools  in  Charlestown  this  past  September: 

Mr.  Stuart  A.  Carter  was  appointed  Principal  of  the 
Holden  School.  He  succeeded  Mr.  Frank  Kaffel  who  left  to 
accept  a  position  in  the  Claremont  School  System.  Mr.  Car- 
ter is  a  graduate  of  Keene  Teachers'  College  and  also  has  a 
degree  from  the  University  of  New  Hampshire.  His  eighteen 
years  of  experience  includes  service  in  Massachusetts  as 
well  as  New  Hampshire  towns. 

Mrs.  Nancy  Coolidge  Eaton  was  appointed  instructor 
of  Mathematics  and  English  in  the  Junior  Department  of 
the  High  School.  Mrs.  Eaton  was  an  honor  graduate  of  Burr 
and  Burton  Academy  and  received  her  degree  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Vermont.  This  is  her  first  year  in  teaching. 

Mr.  Arthur  Gude  of  Langdon  was  appointed  instructor 
in  the  field  of  Social  Studies.  He  succeeded  Mr.  Howard  Mor- 
tenson  who  resigned  to  accept  a  position  in  Claremont.  Mr. 
Gude  is  a  graduate  of  Columbia  University,  with  an  A.B. 
Degree  in  English  and  Social  Studies. 

Mrs.  Freda  Monroe  was  appointed  fifth  grade  teacher 
at  the  Holden  School.  She  was  formerly  a  teacher  at  the 
Unity  School,  and  lives  in  Cornish.  Mrs.  Monroe  is  a  gradu- 
ate of  Castleton  Teachers'  College  in  Vermont,  and  has 
taken  extension  work  at  Plymouth  and  Keene  Teachers' 
Colleges.  She  succeeded  Mrs.  Kathleen  Duranty  who  was 
with  us  four  years,  but  is  not  teaching  this  year. 

Mrs.  Phyllis  Reed  was  appointed  fourth  grade  teacher 
at  the  Holden  School.  She  succeeded  Mrs.  Kidder  who  re- 
signed for  family  reasons.  Mrs.  Reed  is  a  graduate  of  the 
Rhode  Island  College  of  Education  in  Providence,  R.  I.  She 
holds  a  B.  Ed.  Degree.  She  was  a  former  teacher  at  Green- 
wich, R.  I.,  and  also  taught  for  several  years  in  Hillsboro, 
New  Hampshire. 

Mr.  Ralph  E.  Silva  was  appointed  instructor  in  Physical 
Education  and  Science.  He  succeeded  Mr.  William  Yeo  who 
resigned  to  accept  a  position  in  Peterborough,  N.  H.    Mr. 
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Silva  was  an  honors  graduate  at  Gloucester  High  School  in 
Massachusetts,  and  graduated  Cum  Laude  from  Springfield 
College  in  June  1959.  He  is  coaching  most  of  the  major 
sports  at  the  High  School. 

Mr.  Ralph  Staples  was  appointed  Administrative  Prin- 
cipal at  the  High  School.  He  succeeded  Mr.  David  Mindess 
who  was  with  us  for  two  years.  Mr.  Staples  is  a  graduate 
of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  and  has  completed 
most  of  his  study  for  the  Master's  Degree.  He  was  formerly 
a  teacher  and  guidance  instructor  at  the  Troy  High  School, 
and  for  several  years  was  Principal  of  Enfield  High  School. 

Mrs.  Louise  West  was  appointed  instructor  in  English 
and  French  at  the  High  School.  She  succeeded  Mr.  Vincent 
Poirier  who  resigned  to  accept  a  position  out  of  state.  Mrs. 
West  is  a  graduate  of  Arcadia  University  in  Wolfville,  Nova 
Scotia,  with  a  B.A.  degree.  She  has  also  done  graduate  work 
at  Brown  University  and  Boston  University.  Mrs.  West 
taught  for  a  number  of  years  at  Lebanon  High  School,  and 
for  the  past  five  years  was  a  teacher  of  English  and  French 
at  West  Lebanon  High  School. 

The  towns  of  Cornish  and  Charlestown  appointed  Mr. 
Bruce  Wood  as  instructor  in  Music.  These  two  communities 
share  in  the  services  of  the  music  supervisor.  Mr.  Wood  is 
employed  four  days  a  week  in  Charlestown  and  one  day  a 
week  in  Cornish.  He  was  graduated  from  Lowell  Teachers' 
College  with  a  B.S.  Degree  in  Music  Education.  He  suc- 
ceeds Mr.  Robert  Filippone  who  resigned  to  accept  a  music 
position  in  his  home  town  of  Watertown,  Conn.

School  Board  Meetings 

The  six  members  of  the  school  board,  under  the  chair- 
manship of  Mr.  Dana  Olden,  meet  regularly  each  month  ex- 
cept in  July  and  August.  They  should  be  commended  on  the 
fine  work  they  have  done  this  past  year.  During  the  months 
of  December  and  January,  special  meetings  were  called  in 
preparation  for  plans  another  year.  The  members  have 
worked  in  harmony,  with  the  best  interests  of  the  town  in 
mind. 

The  major  part  of  the  school  board  business  of  the  year 
centered  around  four  definite  areas :  the  continuing  of  plans 
for  the  new  elementary  school,  improving  the  health  and 
safety  facilities  at  the  Holden  School,  revision  of  the  insur- 
ance program  for  the  entire  school  system,  and  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  school  budget  for  next  year.  The  teachers'  salary 
schedule,  which  was  adopted  last  year,  has  done  much  to 
improve  the  morale  of  the  teachers,  and  increase  our  reten- 
tive power  within  the  faculty. 

Superintendent's  Proposals  for  Next  Year 

While  it  is  expected  that  our  school  budget  will  be 
nescessarily  higher  this  coming  year,  we  can  assure  our 
townspeople  that  the  School  Board  has  done  everything 
within  its  power  to  keep  costs  down  and  expenditures  lim- 
ited to  the  minimum  essentials. 

The  Superintendent  has  been  instructed  to  lay  plans 
for  the  promotion  of  the  new  elementary  school  project  for 
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another  year.  Mr.  Hersey  of  Hersey  Associates  in  Durham, 
N.  H.,  has  been  retained  as  the  architect  for  this  project. 
The  building  we  have  in  mind  should  provide  adequate  facil- 
ities for  grades  one  through  six,  with  added  rooms  for  the 
Kindergarten  and  Remedial  teacher.  Provision  should  also 
be  made  for  the  school  nurse,  as  well  as  an  administrative 
unit  for  the  Principal. 

With  an  expected  enrollment  of  nearly  three  hundred 
pupils  in  the  High  School  building  next  year,  it  is  impera- 
tive that  we  add  one  new  teacher  to  the  faculty.  The  present 
staff  is  already  overloaded,  with  teachers  carrying  as  many 
as  six  recitations  a  day.  It  is  also  recommended  that  a  part- 
time  secretary  be  provided  for  the  High  School  Principal  to 
assist  in  the  details  of  office  administration  which  requires 
too  much  of  the  valuable  time  of  the  admnistrative  officer. 
This  assistance  would  free  him  for  the  more  important  work 
in  the  field  of  Guidance,  which  is  so  essential  to  a  well  or- 
ganized school. 

As  for  the  Holden  School,  we  can  say  that  conditions 
within  the  building  have  been  much  improved  the  past  two 
years  due  principally  to  the  vigilance  of  your  local  school 
board.  While  the  building  is  sound  structurally,  its  architec- 
ture does  not  provide  the  facilities  which  are  needed  to  en- 
able us,  as  school  people,  to  offer  the  children  the  type  of 
program  which  is  most  desired. 

Recreational  programs,  assembly  programs,  visual  aids, 
informal  classroom  instruction,  lunch  programs  and  others, 
are  an  important  and  major  part  of  school  life  today.  This 
building,  which  satisfied  our  school  requirements  over  the 
years,  does  not  provide  for  the  needs  of  a  present  day  school 
cun'iculum.  School  methods  and  philosophies  have  changed, 
but  our  building  has  not  kept  pace  with  this  revision. 

Maintenance  and  Buildinie;  Improvements 

The  maintenance  work  in  the  several  buildings  has  been 
most  satisfactory.  We  are  very  grateful  and  appreciative 
of  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Moulton.  Mr.  LaForge,  Mr.  Sawyer,  and 
Mr.  Arnold,  in  carrying  out  their  assignments  in  the  several 
buildings  within  the  school  system.  During  the  summer,  all 
buildings  were  thoroughly  cleaned  and  floors  refinished. 
Much  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  building  improvements, 
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redecorating  of  classrooms,  and  installation  of  improved 
lighting  fixtures.  Mr.  Moulton  has  taken  care  of  many  of  the 
minor  repairs  which  were  necessary  during  the  school  year.

State  Aid 

This  year  we  have  received  considerable  more  money  in 
State  Aid.  Our  Foundation  Aid  amounted  to  $47,301.09,  an 
increase  of  about  $1,700  over  last  year.  The  Building  Aid 
received  from  the  State  amounts  to  $4,052.03.  This,  with 
miscellaneous  incomes  amounting  to  $888  (approximate), 
gives  us  a  total  income  of  $52,241.12.

School  health  sei^vices  are  designed  to  protect  and  im- 
prove the  health  of  children,  thus  aiding  their  growth  and 
development  and  enabling  them  to  benefit  fully  from  school 
experiences.  School  health  services  add  to,  but  in  now  way 
replace  the  health  care  parents  can  and  should  provide  for 
their  children.  These  services  are  patterned  to  encourage 
parents  to  devote  attention  to  child  health,  to  acquaint  them 
with  health  problems  of  which  they  are  unaware  and  to  en- 
courage them  to  use  the  services  of  their  physician,  dentist 
and  various  health  agencies.  Both  schools  and  parents  are 
concerned  with  protecting  and  promoting  the  health  of  the 
child  and  with  helping  him  realize  the  need  of  assuming  re- 
sponsibility for  his  own  health  as  he  becomes  older. 

During  the  course  of  the  school  year  various  programs 
relating  to  health  are  carried  out.  These  programs  create 
within  the  child  an  awareness  of  the  importance  of  his  own 
health  as  well  as  the  health  of  others.  These  programs  in- 
clude a  testing  program  for  vision  and  hearing;  physical 
examinations  by  the  school  physician  of  students  competing 
in  sports;  general  inspections,  including  weighing  and 
measuring  of  the  children ;  immunization  clinics  for  the  pre- 
vention of  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus,  smallpox 
and  poliomyelitis;  Tuberculin  Patch  testing  for  the  detec- 
tion of  persons  who  may  have  had  contact  with  tuberculosis 
at  some  time  or  another. 

The  success  of  the  School  Health  Services  program  is 
very  dependent  upon  the  interest  of  the  community.  We 
have  that  interest  here  in  Charlestown  and  it  is  shown  by 
the  fine  cooperation  of  the  parents,  the  school  personnel,  the 
many  local  organizations  and  interested  individuals.  I  would 
like  to  express  my  appreciation  for  this  interest.

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CHARLESTOWN  HIGH  SCHOOL 
PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

In  submitting  my  first  annual  report  as  Principal  of 
Charlestown  High  School,  I  shall  attempt  to  summarize 
some  of  the  important  developments  that  have  taken  place 
in  our  curriculum  and  activities  program  for  the  1959-1960 
academic  year. 

Charlestown  High  School  has  been  approved  as  a  "com- 
prehensive high  school"  by  the  State  Board  of  Education, 
This  means  that  we  have  met  and  exceeded  the  minimum 
standards  and  recommended  practices  for  New  Hampshire 
Secondary  Schools  as  set  by  this  board. 

Our  guidance  program  has  again  been  emphasized  this 
year.  This  program  is  primarily  concerned  with  a  careful, 
systematic  and  continuous  study  of  the  individual  pupil. 
This  is  necessary  if  the  pupil  is  to  be  understood  by  those 
working  with  him.  It  is  also  essential  that  the  pupil  come 
to  understand  himself  and  that  all  data  be  recorded  and  in- 
terpreted so  that  other  persons  may  be  more  effective  in 
their  relationships  with  the  pupil.  The  specific  objectives  of 
our  guidance  program  are  to  help  the  individual  student 
make  educational  progress.  This  includes  the  planning  of  a 
school  program  relative  to  the  abilities  and  educational  ob- 
jectives of  the  student;  helping  in  his  vocational  planning 
so  that  he  can  make  a  wise  schoice  of  vocation  with  ade- 
quate preparation  to  insure  further  success  and  happiness; 
assisting  in  his  leisure  and  recreation  problems;  working 
toward  developing  more  effective  relationships  between  his 
home  and  the  communiety  in  which  he  lives;  and  finally 
guiding  him  in  his  placement  problems,  whether  this  be 
part  time,  summer  or  permanent  work. 

In  order  to  insure  the  above  objectives,  we  have  insti- 
tuted a  four-year  comprehensive  testing  program  which 
includes  intelligence  and  achievement  tests  in  grades  9-11 ; 
reading,  aptitude,  interests  and  intelligence  tests  in  grade 
10;  occupational  and  interests  tests  in  grade  12.  In  any  test- 
ing program,  we  should  realize  that  a  test  is  an  objective, 
organized,  and  statistically  refined  instrument  or  method  to 
measure  some  specific  skill,  behavior  or  set  of  characteris- 
tics under  standard  conditions.  Tests  and  test  results  should 
be  used  to  supplement  other  information.  The  testing  pro- 
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gram  is  under  the  direction  of  the  Principal.  The  test  re- 
sults are  readily  available  to  the  staff  and  parents. 

In  our  social  studies  department,  or  aim  is  to  make 
these  courses  real  and  meaningful.  To  do  this  we  have  em- 
ployed the  use  of  such  local  source  material  as  the  town 
histories  and  reports,  which  have  been  provided  by  the 
town.  These  give  an  excellent  realistic  and  historical  ap- 
proach to  the  study  of  our  American  heritage.  In  Novem- 
ber the  students  of  American  history  had  the  opportunity  to 
see  history  in  the  making  by  taking  a  tour  of  the  United 
Nations  in  New  York  City.  This  tour  was  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  New  Hampshire  Council  of  World  Affairs.  As 
a  follow  up  to  this  activity,  the  students  will  participate  in 
the  model  United  Nations  at  Plymouth  Teachers'  College 
this  coming  spring. 

This  year  in  the  Industrial  Arts  department  we  have 
purchased  new  oxy-acetylene  equipment  to  replace  the  old 
and  obsolete  equipment.  At  the  present  time  the  shop  stu- 
dents are  workini?  on  individual  projects  which  will  be  ex- 
hibited at  the  State  Industrial  Fair  held  in  the  spring. 

Members  of  the  advanced  mathematics  class  and  sev- 
eral memibers  of  the  Algebra  II  class  will  participate  in  the 
1960  Mathematics  Contest  for  Secondary  Schools  of  the 
United  States  and  Canada.  This  contest  is  to  be  held  March 
10,  1960  at  the  school.  The  students  are  anxious  to  see  how 
Charlesto"v\Ti  nail  compare  with  the  other  secondary  schools 
in  the  United  States  and  Canada. 

The  Home  Economics  department  has  organized  a  Fu- 
ture Homemakers  of  America  group.  This  is  part  of  a  na- 
tional organization  whose  function  is  to  work  together  for 
better  and  happier  home  life  for  everyone.  The  gi'oup  has 
visited  Crotched  Mountain  Foundat^'on  and  made  articles  for 
the  children  there.  We  have  a  senior  girl,  Lyn  Adams,  on 
the  National  McCall  Fashion  Board.  Lyn  also  won  sixteenth 
place  in  a  National  Recipe  Contest  sponsored  by  Coed  Mag- 
azine. Ten  senior  girls  have  taken  the  National  Betty 
Crocker  Examination  in  search  of  the  Homemaker  of  To- 
morrow. For  the  second  consecutive  year,  our  school  partici- 
pated in  the  State  Cherr^^  Pie  Contest.  Gail  Pelton  has  done 
a  remarkable  job  in  each  of  the  local,  regional  and  state  con- 
tests she  has  entered.  We  are  also  indebted  to  the  Home 
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Economics  department  for  the  monthly  activity  bulletin 
boards.  These  are  not  only  attractive  but  extremely  useful. 

With  the  completion  of  the  new  athletic  field  this  fall, 
interscholastic  soccer  at  Charlestown  High  School  became 
a  reality.  The  Forts  completed  a  twelve  game  soccer  sched- 
ule as  a  member  of  the  Southwest  New  Hampshire  League 
and  they  had  to  wait  until  the  season's  final  game  to  reap 
the  laurels  of  victory.  Congratulations  are  in  order  for  de- 
termination, loyalty  and  improvement  shown  by  every 
player.  Also,  considerable  interest  and  enthusiasm  is  already 
mounting  in  anticipation  of  the  school's  new  baseball  dia- 
mond now  under  construction  at  the  new  atheltic  field. 

The  English  department  of  Charlestown  High  School 
has  adopted  the  program  in  gram.mar  as  presented  by  the 
American  Book  Company  to  be  used  in  correlation  with  the 
English  text  book  written  by  Stoddard,  Bailey,  Lewis,  and 
Mcpherson.  These  texts  are  being  used  in  grades  3-12.  The 
English  teachers  are  now  meeting  every  other  week  for  the 
purpose  of  outlining  the  literature  program  for  each  grade 
in  the  Junior-Senior  High  School.  At  the  completion  of 
these  meetings,  a  summary  of  the  units  of  literature  and 
grammar  will  be  on  file  in  the  Principal's  office  and  available 
to  all  English  teachers. 

For  the  last  two  years  Charlestown  High  School  has 
been  fortunate  to  win  the  Tri-Town  One  Act  Play  Contest. 
Last  year,  in  addition  to  this  award,  they  won  both  best  ac- 
tor and  actress  awards.  The  library  at  the  high  school  needs 
many  additional  references  and  supplementary  material  for 
science,  history,  and  English  courses.  If  the  library  could 
be  separated  from  the  classroom,  of  which  it  is  now  a  part, 
it  would  offer  a  much  improved  situation. 

This  year  the  music  department  has  introduced  a  Jun- 
ior High  School  band.  This  is  added  to  our  Junior  chorus, 
Senior  chorus  and  Senior  ba.nd.  Instruction  in  musical  in- 
struments is  also  available  to  students  who  are  interested. 

In  the  area  of  professional  advancement.  I  am  pleased 
to  report  that  the  folloAving  teachers  have  taken  profes- 
sional improvem.ent  courses  during  the  year:

Machine  Shop,  Preparation  and  Use  of  Visual  Aids,  Testing 
and  Evaluation  in  Industrial  Arts,  Supervision  of  Schools, 
Keene  Teachers  College.

HOLDEN  SCHOOL  -  PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

The  importance  of  Elementary  Education  is  becoming 
more  and  more  appreciated  each  year.  Educators  and  par- 
ents throughout  the  country  are  becoming  more  alert  to  the 
problems  facing  us  in  the  Elementary  schools.  Parents 
especially  are  expressing  mere  interest  in  the  educational 
program  of  the  school.  This  is  evidenced  by  the  increased 
attendance  at  P.T.A.'s  a.nd  Education  Nights. 

The  continuation  of  ability''  grouping  at  the  Holden 
School  has  helped  us  to  overcome  some  of  these  problems. 
We  are  able  to  take  the  more  advanced  pupil  along  at  a  much 
faster  rate.  The  accelerated  child  is  able  and  has  time  to 
branch  out  from  the  regular  assignments  in  the  school 
schedule.  This  permits  us  to  enrich  his  study  through  in- 
dividual research  in  Arithmetic,  Social  Studies,  English 
Literature  and  Science.  The  added  knowledge  certain  pupils 
obtain  from  special  assignments  can  be  shared  with  the  rest 
of  the  class  by  oral  reports,  newspaper  articles,  exhibits  and 
demonstrations.  All  this  tends  toward  an  enriched  program 
for  all  pupils  in  these  advanced  classes. 

Ability  grouping  also  offers  advantages  for  the  pupil 
not  quite  so  advanced.   In  their  regular  daily  work,   the 
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teacher  can  provide  closer  supervision,  more  drill  work,  and 
constant  checking-  for  mastery  of  the  fundamentals. 

The  work  in  the  classroom  is  augmented  by  the  Reme- 
dial work  done  by  Mrs.  Decker  in  reading.  This  year  she  has 
worked  with  forty-five  pupils  from  the  Holden  School.  Here, 
by  diagnostic  measures,  we  are  able  to  determine  their 
weaknesses  and  then  a  genuine  program  of  remedial  work 
is  initiated.  As  a  result,  in  a  g^reat  many  instances,  pupils 
have  been  brought  up  to  their  class  level  and  are  able  to 
carry  out  their  program  in  other  subjects.  The  results  of 
this  program  are  most  encouraging. 

The  P.T.A.  deserves  the  thanks  of  all  parents  and 
teachers  for  their  continued  effort  to  furnish  Holden  School 
with  better  teaching  materials.  Their  book  project  is  es- 
pecially worthwhile.  Last  fall  we  received  a  number  of  sup- 
plementary reading  books  for  the  various  grades.  In  January 
another  order  of  books,  amounting  to  about  $250.00,  was 
made  available  for  use  in  early  spring.  These  books  are  dili- 
gently used  by  the  pupils  to  supplement  their  daily  texts. 

The  teachers  and  pupils  are  grateful  for  the  help  the 
room  mothers  have  given  us  throughout  the  year.  They  have 
all  been  very  cooperative  in  assisting  with  plans  for  our 
school  parties. 

The  Mothers'  Club  made  an  annual  contribution  to 
Holden  School.  This  money  has  not  been  spent  as  yet.  How- 
ever, we  shall  find  some  worthwhile  need  for  its  expenditure 
in  the  future. 

We  have  organized  a  regular  gym  program  this  year 
for  the  boys  and  girls  of  grades  5  and  6.  In  the  fall  and 
spring  these  classes  are  held  outdoors.  During  the  winter 
months,  we  have  been  able  to  use  the  High  School  Gym- 
nasium. We  have  nearly  100^7  participation  in  these  classes. 
We  have  tried  to  incorporate  group  games  in  this  program, 
in  order  that  there  may  be  a  carry  over  to  our  regular  school 
play  periods. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  School 
Board.  Administration,  and  the  teachers  for  their  coopera- 
tion during  the  school  year.  It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  be  as- 
sociated with  such  an  able,  cooperative,  and  experienced 
group  of  teachers  such  as  we  have  at  Holden  School.
